Officer or Inspector immediately after such fines or penalties shall be 
received or levied, to such informer or informers, or party or parties 
25 entitled thereto. 

And be it Enacted, That the said respective Paymasters shall keep 
accounts of the sums received bj r them respectively from such Sub- 
inspectors, Justices and Chief Constables under this Act, and shall 
respectively transmit, once at least in every Three Months, to the Bank 
30 of Ireland, to be placed to the credit of the Paymaster of the Civil 
Services, all such sum or sums of money as they shall respectively 
receive under and by virtue of this Act ; and all such sums of money 
shall be placed to a separate account in the books of the Governor 
and Company of the Bank of Ireland, which shall be called the Fines 
35 and Penalties Fund Account. 

And be it Enacted, That every such Justice of the Peace in the

under their respective hands of all sums of money levied by or paid 
to them respectively under or on account of all such warrants, fines, 
penalties or amerciaments, issues or recognizances. 

And be it Enacted, That the Paymaster of Civil Services shall and 
he is hereby required on the first Monday in the months of January, 20 
April, July and November in each year, to furnish to the said Chief 
Remembrancer, if he shall require the same, a full and true account 
of all sums paid into said Bank of Ireland under the provisions of this 
Act, for such period of time as said Chief Remembrancer shall 
require, and of all sums then remaining in said Bank, to the credit of 25 
the fund aforesaid. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Chief Remembrancer shall, once 
in each year at least, examine, audit and certify the said accounts, 
and shall have all such power, authority and jurisdiction with respect 
to the said accounts, and to the examination of all persons with respect 30 
to any matters relating thereto, and to the payment of any balances, 
as are now rested iu the said Chief Remembrancer with respect to 
any accounts whatsoever. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the said 
Chief Remembrancer, and he is hereby authorized and empowered from 35 
time to time to issue a warrant or warrants under his hand and seal 
to all such Sub-inspectors of Police, or to such Justice of the Peace 
as aforesaid, commanding them severally and respectively to levy in 
the manner hereinbefore directed with respect to the warrants herein- 
, before mentioned, all such fines, issues, amerciaments, penalties, for- 40 
feitures, recognizances and deodands payable to Her Majesty, Her 
heirs and successors, as the said Chief Remembrancer is now em- 
powered 
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powered to levy and enforce by any process whatsoever, and also all 
such balances as shall appear to be due on foot of any account or 
accounts which shall be submitted to such Chief Remembrancer, under 
and by virtue of this Act ; and such Sub- inspectors respectively and 
5 such Justice of the Peace are hereby required within Three Months 
after the receipt of such warrant or warrants to return to such Chief 
Remembrancer what they shall have respectively done in execution 
thereof; and said Chief Remembrancer is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to issue from time to time to such Sub-inspectors or to such 
in Justice of the Peace such warrants as aforesaid or renewals thereof, 
until the full amount of the sums thereby directed to be levied shall 
be fully paid or otherwise discharged by due course of law ; and all 
such sum or sums as shall be paid to or levied by any such Sub- 
inspector or Justice of the Peace as aforesaid on account of any such 
1 5 balance as aforesaid, shall be forthwith paid to the said Chief Remem- 
brancer, and shall be by him paid into the said Bank of Ireland, to

And be it Enacted, That if such Sub-inspector or Paymaster of 
the Constabulary Force, or such Justice of the Peace as aforesaid, 
shall neglect to perform any of the duties hereby imposed upon him, 
30 he shall for every such neglect forfeit and incur such penalty not 
exceeding Ten Pounds, as the Chief Remembrancer shall direct, and 
the amount of such penalty shall and may be deducted from and out of 
any salary accruing due to such offender, upon certificate thereof bv 
such Chief Remembrancer to the Receiver of the said Constabulary

And be it Enacted, That in all cases of summary convictions under 
any Act or Acts whatsoever, it shall be lawful for the Justice or other 
person before whom or by whose authority any such summary con- 25 
viction shall be had, to award costs to any party or parties concerned 
in the prosecution to such amount as to such Justice or other person 
shall seem reasonable, provided such costs shall not in any case 
whatsoever after the passing of this Act, exceed the sum oF Twenty 
Shillings. ' 30 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That from and after the passing 
of this Act, all recognizances entered into by any person or persons 
before any tribunal, Justice or Justices of the Peace having authority to 
receive and take the same, conditioned that such person or persons shall 
keep the peace to Her Majesty’s subjects, or to any particular person 35 
named therein, or to both, according to the condition of such recog- 
nizance, shall within Ten Days after same shall be so acknowledged, 
taken and entered into, be returned or transmitted to the Clerk of the

And be it Enacted, That in case any person or persons who shall 
enter into such recognizance or recognizances as aforesaid shall

case it shall be lawful for the several Assistant Barristers of the several 
counties in Ireland, and also for the several Recorders of cities in Ire- 
^ land, upon conviction of such person or persons for any offence, on 
production and proof of a certificate signed and attested by the 
proper officer in that behalf, or on due proof made before such Assist- 
ant Barrister or Recorder by affidavit or otherwise, to satisfy said 
Court that the person or persons so bound by recognizance had com- 
10 mitted a breach of the peace, and on proof on oath before him that 
notice had been given to the parties or party against whom such 
recognizance is sought to be put in force at least Six Days before the 
Sessions at which such application is made, to order that such recog- 
nizance and recognizances shall be forfeited to such amount as such 
15 Assistant Barristers or Recorders shall think fit, and shall direct 
warrants to levy the amount of such forfeited recognizances to be 
issued for the levying thereof, in like manner as other fines and 
penalties are directed to be levied by this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That such Chief Constable may and he is 
20 hereby authorized and required to sell by auction any distress and 
distresses levied under the provisions of this Act, without procuring 
any license to act as an auctioneer, and may deduct out of the amount 
of such sale all reasonable costs and charges attending the sale of 
such distress or distresses. 

2 ,, And be it Enacted, That this Act may be amended or repealed by 
any Act to be passed in the present Session of Parliament. 

And be it Enacted, That nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to extend or apply to England or Scotland. 
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
